FREE PATTERN 



MATERIAL LIST 

• Purchased wallet clip hardware, (mine is 4.5” long shown in video) 

• 10” x 10” square of Cork fabric (allow more if you need to match patterns) 

• 0.2 of a meter (or 14 yd) Light weight fabric for the wallet lining 

• 0.2 of a meter (or 14 yd) medium weight fusible interfacing 

• 2 zippers, one for the bill holder and one for the change purse (mine will be 8” and 4”, but you will need to 
customize yours as per the size of your wallet clip hardware) 

• 90/14 universal super non-stick needle 

• Strong glue for attaching the clip to the wallet 

• WonderFil® HomeDec™ thread in 40wt and 60wt in a colour matching the cork 















MEASURING 


Before cutting your pieces, you will need to measure the width of the opening in your wallet clip hardware. 
Remember that you want the finished wallet to fit snuggly in this opening with no puckering, so it is important 
to measure accurately. My clip is 4 V 2 ” wide, so I want my finished wallet to be 4 !4“ wide. The pattern provided 
here is for a clip this size. 

Next you will need to measure the length of the wallet. I measured mine to be long enough to easily accommodate 
bills (9”). Use a piece of tissue paper and a ruler to draw this rectangle. Add a 3/8” seam allowance all the way 
around. The finished piece, including seam allowance, measures 9 3 A" x 5”. This will be the pattern for your lining 
(Piece 1).

Next you need two pieces for the front zippered pocket. Piece 2a will measure 9 3 A” long x 4 5/8” wide and Piece 2b 
will measure 9 %" long by 3 3 A” wide. This will allow for a 5/8” seam allowance along the zipper opening. Excess will 
be trimmed away after the zipper is inserted. These will be the pieces for the back (cork) pieces of the wallet.

Now you will need to make the inside pocket pieces. For my change purse, I cut three pieces, with one piece being 5” 
wide x 4 7/8” long (Piece 3), and one piece 5” wide x 4 3 A" long (Piece 4b- bottom of zippered pocket) and one piece 
5” wide x 1 7/8” long (Piece 4a-top of zippered pocket). We have allowed W seam allowance along the zipper 
opening on these pieces.

For the card holders, make 4 pattern pieces the width of the wallet (5”), with each one being progressively longer. 
Make the shortest piece 2 14” long (Piece 5), then 3” (Piece 6), then 3.5” (Piece 7) then 4 ” (Piece 8). Piece 6 and 
Piece 8 for lining pieces will be cut on a fold, with the fold running along one 5” edge. Label all your pattern pieces.
